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The edib|e toothpick is an invention that ^>lves the issues of cleanup of 
toothpicljs after parties as well as the aforjementioned health and safety 
issues associated with wooden toothpick^! Since the invention is an edible 
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toothpicjk vs a wooden toothpick, cleanup after parties is virtually eliminated 
since thb edible toollipick can be consumed along with the food mounted on 
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it or after the food mounted on it is cons|tjimed. Lastly, the edible toothpick 
(unlike fie wooden toothpick) can be utpzed to add an extra flavor element 
to foods] mounted on them since they cai J|be made from various nuts, grains, 
fruits anp/or vegetables as well as in various flavors
